14-month sentence

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indicts McCoy 
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for assault and battery 


A Middlesex County Grand Jury 
last week indicted former 
selectman Michael V. McCoy on a 
charge of assault and battery. The 
charge was filed by Selectman 
Robert Cain, who was battered in a 
fight with McCoy in the town hall 
on the night of Nov, 13, 1989. 

McCoy: had-also filed charges 
against Cain, but they were 
dropped last Wednesday after a 
probable cause hearing at Woburn 
District Court. 

The latest developments in the 
court action stemming from the 
fight come as Cain is up for 
re-election. One candidate who has 
taken out papers against him is 
Michael McCoy, who lost his bid 
for re-election one year ago. There 
are also three other candidates in 
the race, with only one seat open. 

The fight took place as Cain and 
McCoy were leaving the town hall 
following a selectmen's meeting. 
Cain at the time was chairman of 
the board, and McCoy was a 
member, 


Robert Doucette, now chairman, 
later said that he had been waiting 
in his car outside the door and saw 
McCoy through a window. 
Although McCoy was back to the 
window, he saw McCoy's arms 
moving back and forth, He then 
saw McCoy exiting the building, 
with blood on his hands, 

Inside the building, Doucette 
found Cain, bleeding and battered. 
Cain was taken by ambulance to the 
Lahey Clinic where he was treated 
for a broken nose, loosened teeth, 
and bruises. He subsequently lost 
one tooth and required surgery to 
reset his nose, 

The only other witness at the 
scene was custodian Connie Lu- 
ongo, who died of a heart attack in 
December 1990. 

After the fight, police found 
McCoy at the home of his uncle, 
Rep. Jim Miceli. When police 
attempted to read McCoy his 
rights, Miceli asked them to leave. 
McCoy did not file a statement with 


the Wilmington Police Dept. Police 
could not arrest him, though, 
because the incident was not 
witnessed by an officer, and there 
was no weapon involved. 

In a magistrate's hearing in 
December 1989, a complaint was 
issued against McCoy, on the basis 
of Cain's complaint. The magis- 
trate declined to issue a complaint 
against Cain, At that hearing, 
Selectman Chester Bruce said he 
had seen a bruise on McCoy's jaw 
the day after the fight. 

McCoy in August was successful 
in having the charges against him 
dropped, on the basis that he had 
not been allowed a court stenogra- 
pher at the original hearing in 
December 1989. Cain refiled the 
charges, which led to McCoy's 
indictment. In August, McCoy was 
also successful in an appeal to have 
the charges against Cain allowed, 
charges which last week were 
nul-processed, i.e. dropped. 


Town faces loss of 
$600k in state aid

Wilmington could be facing a 
$600,000 to $700,000 loss in state 
aidgselectmen were told Monday, 
if preliminary estimates of 
assessments and local aid for fiscal 
‘92 prove accurate. 

In a budget update Town Mana- 
ger Michael Caira informed 
selectmen, after receiving funding 
changes in propgstd ‘92 local aid 
programs, it was obvious local aid 
will not be level funded this year, 
Originally, Caira based the FY '92 
budget on a level funded state aid 
package. 

Perhaps the biggest proposed 
change is in the area of "additional 
assistance." Wilmington stands to 
lose $648,000 in additional assis- 
tance from the fiscal '91 cherry 
sheet estimate of $2,468,584. 
Wilmington could also lose 
$107,693 in school construction; 
$34,125 in tuition for state wards; 
$984 in public library; and $2,379 
in veterans’ benefits. While Wil- 
mington is supposed to get an 
additional $144,059 in lottery 
funds, Caira said he was "skeptical" 


Teachers’ union agrees 
to negotiate contract

In a 119 to 34 vote, members of 
the Wilmington Teachers Associ- 
ation on Tuesday gave their 
executive board the authority to 
discuss a successor agreement to 
the current contract with the 
Wilmington School Committee. 
Such an agreement would repor- 
tedly be advantageous to both sides 
and allow for creative ways to help 
the school committee save jobs 
during the current fiscal crisis, 
Under a successor agreement, 
WTA members could take such 
action as defer their seven percent 
pay raise for a few months, extend 
the life of the contract, or just cut a 
portion of their raise. In return, 
the WTA would reportedly be in a 
better position to bargain a new 
contract when the current contract 
Tuns out at the end of June, 1992. 
Tuesday's vote came on the heels 
of a joint meeting between repre- 
sentatives of the school committee 
and the teachers association last 
Thursday. At that meeting, talk 
centered on the $919,904 deficit 
and the school budget in general. 
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Despite reports to the contrary, no 
formal offer was made Thursday 
to reopen the contract. The school 
committee had requested that the 
union renegotiate its contract in 
order to avoid teacher layoffs next 
year. 

According to Dr. Shirley Callan, 
committee chairman, the informal 
session "went well" and afforded a 
chance to "open the door" to 
further talks, WTA President John 
Wood said his representatives were 
willing Thursday to go back to the 
general membership for direction 
on whether or not to negotiate a 
new agreement. The general 
meeting took place on Tuesday. 

Beverly Shea, WTA secretary, 
stressed any discussions the 
executive board enters into with 
the school committee will not be 
binding on the general membership 
until the members themselves take 
a final vote. 

"The teachers, as a unit, have 
absolute control," she said. 

Shea pointed out, though the 
current contract is binding on the 
town until July, 1992, further 
discussions will give both sides an 
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opportunity to explore ways to 
prevent layoffs. She added any 
money saved as a result of a 
successor agreement would only go 
towards bringing back personnel. 

The school committee is expected 
to meet in executive session tonight 
to get a consensus on whether to 
hold future discussions with the 
teachers association. Wood told 
this paper any negotiations will 
have to be concluded before the 
April 27 town meeting.1

since citizens will not have extra 
money to put into a new lottery 
game.

with different insurance providers 
to see if Wilmington can get some 
relief as well as appropriate health 
coverage for the town, Two areas 
being investigated are HMO's and 
health insurance consortiums, said 
the manager. 

Caira told sclectmen it's time the 
town stop relying on the state for 
funds and, instead, seek ways to 
increase revenues on its own, As an 
example, Caira said he will con- 
tinue to look at how the town 
establishes excise taxes. He main- 
tained the town could increase 
receipts by 45 percent just by 
requiring anyone paying less than 
$50 in excise taxes to pay an across 
the board figure of $50.

Lelito was representing property 
owner Edward McLaughlin, who 
hopes to construct an office build- 
ing and parking lot on the site. 
During the continued public 
hearing, Lelito warned commis- 
sioners not to let their emotions 
and "gut feelings" get in the way of 
doing their job. Commissioners 
countered with the argument that 
the Concord Street parcel is the 
type of site the Wetlands Protection 


program is run by Officer Jim White. 


Act was.designed to protect. 

Board members outlined con- 
cerns they had with the proposal. 
They pointed out the project is 
fairly close to a marsh and Lubbers 
Brook, which provides drinking 
water to the town of Reading. They 
said there was no buffer zone to the 
wetlands and they were opposed to 
a public building backing up to a 
wetland, They added, because the 
culverts under Concord Street are 
in "deplorable" condition, there 
was likely to be flooding during the

Lelito said he could appreciate

regulations say, Where are we in 
violation of the Wetlands Proteos 
tion Act in this proposal?" asked 
Lelito, He pointed out the owner is 
providing replication of any dist 
turbed wetlands and reducing the 
amount of filling "significantly."

Residents told to hire expert help

‘Members of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission said 
Wednesday they were willing to 
work with the Yentile family to 
help them continue their farming 
operation off Cross Street as long 
as the family hires an engineer to 
provide needed information to the 
board. 

Sam and Joe Yentile appeared 
before the board last week for 
permission to fill and raise a 
portion of their land two to three 
feet for more effective farming. 
The men said they plan to fill land 
bordering Main Street from 
developer Jay Tighe's property to 
the old Tennessee. gas line. The 
main problem, according to 
Conservation Administrator Eileen 
Chabot, would be the impact on the 

«'significant" floodplain stretching 
{from Maple Meadow Brook out 
©350 feet to Cross Street. Chabot 
(said, if the board allowed filling in 
eYhe floodplain, there could be 
“flooding impacts downstream, 

The Yentiles explained they 
wanted to raise their land to 


circumvent flooding problems on 
their own property. Much of the 
water apparently flows from 
nearby lots as a result of 
development in the area. The 
Yentiles told commissioners 
Chabot had already allowed them 
to do some filling outside the 
floodplain area in the interests of 
saving time, They added they were 
under a deadline to get the filling 
done so they could get their crops 
in for the season. 

Both Chabot and other commis- 
sioners suggested the best approach 
would be to hire a professional 
engineer just to map out the flood 
plain line, 

"It benefits everyone for you to 
get some professional help," said 
Chairman Dennis Poltrino. He 
explained that, without an expert, 
any decision of the board could be 
challenged in court. 

Most commissioners spoke out in 
favor of working with the family. 

“To a certain extent these gen- 
tlemen have been victimized (by 
development on nearby parcels)," 


said Bill McKinnon, He suggested 
the board work with the family to 
find a solution and keep the 
farmland open space. 9 "~ 

"If we can help them we should 
help them," said John White, 
noting that the family has kept their 
farm going while other farmers 
have been forced to sell. It was 
pointed out the Yentiles have been 
farming the land since 1934, 

Poltrino raised another concern 
during the discussion, He said the 
family should take care not to 
allow any fertilizer to get into 
nearby Maple Meadow Brook and 
the water supply. 

In the interest of saving time, the 
commission instructed Chabot to 
revisit the site and establish new 
lines so filling can continue outside 
the floodplain until an engineer is 
hired. The Yentiles will meet again 
with the commission on March 20. 


Radio personality Dave Maynard 
was in the audience throughout the 
discussion to lend support to the 
Yentile family.

MWARA institutes 
new fee system 


The Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA) is 
instituting a fee system, relative to 
industrial sewers in cities and town 
served by the MWRA. Beginning 
July 1, 1991 each industry being 
serviced by sewer will be charged 
an annual fee, 

The purpose of the fee is to 
recover identified direct costs 
associated with the operation of an 
Industrial Pretreatment Program 
in the Toxic Reduction and Control 
Department of MWRA. 

Industries permitted by the 
MWRA will receive a bill early in 
the fiscal year, which begins on 
July 1, 1991. 

At this time annual fees are 
estimated in three categories, 
"Categories" refers to a company's 
industrial permit classification. 
The fee for Category One is 
estimated at $5,200; for Category 
Two at $2,600; and Category 
Three at $1,300. 

Category One industries are those 
with toxic discharges requiring 
pretreatment: Category Two are 
those with toxic discharges. at

“This week the Tewksbury Selecimen had an opportunity to get a 
look at the town manager’s-budget-options and it wasn't pretty. 
Town Manager David Cressman submitted two options to the 
selectman, which he said represented, the cuts that the town will 
face, given the state reduction in local aid. 

His tactic was criticized by Selectman Jay Kelley, who accused 
the town manager of trying to duck the difficult task of submitting 
a budget to the selectman, For once I agree with Selectman 


Kelley. 


The town manager form of government was put into effect in 
order to eliminate a system of budgeting that was based on 
political considerations and political wheeling and dealing. 
Cressman has been charged with the duty of preparing a budget 
that reflects the town's needs, taking into consideration the town's 
ability to pay.That is what the selectman and the townspeople 
should have been presented with this week — not options, a 


budget. 


While most other towns in the region are facing financial 
problems, the townspeople must be wondering why Tewksbury is 
in tough financial straits, Remember it was only last year that the 
town opted to override Prop 2 1/2? At that time we were led to 
believe that the town had reviewed its fiscal situation and had 
instituted a long range plan. As a matter of fact, Selectman 
Charlie Coppola was rebuked by the majority of the Board of 
Selectman for proposing that a larger override might be 
necessary in order to keep our education system at a reasonable 


level.It looks like he was right. 


It appears now that the town manager took the politically easy 
way out. Instead of proposing an override that reflected the long.. 
range financial condition of the town, David Cressman proposed'4 
budget that was based only on one year. 

Because of the town manager's business-as-usual policy, the 
town now faces a serious budgetary problem. 

Let's take a look at the town manager's options and see if there 
were any alternative that Cressman could have taken in order to 


avert these cuts. 


The TM proposes to eliminate the monies to broadcast the 
selectmen's meeting, a $12,650 savings. 

Over the last few years, Cressman should have attempted to get 
sponsors for the program. If he didn't have time himself, he could 
have had people working on commission to track down 
prospective sponsors. Instead the townspeople may not have an 
opportunity to see their government in action. Given some of the 
performances of leadership that Cressman has shown on occasion, 
this maybe the best thing that could happen to Cressman.

An order from Justice Mazzone 
of the United States District Court 
relating to the non authorization by 
the state-legislature-for-transfer of 
a suitable landfill site to the 
MWRA ( Massachusetts Water 
Resource Authority) has resulted 
in amendments to the Municipal 
(sewer) Discharge Permit of 
Wilmington and of other 
communities being serviced by the 
MWRA. e 


The order prohibits 
municipalities from allowing 
discharges to the MWRA sewer 
system from sources not using the 
system as of February 25, (1) 


allowing sources which discharge 
less than 2,000 gallons a day to 
discharge more than 2,000 gallons 
-a-day,-or-(2) allowing any, source 
discharging 2,000 or more gallons 
a day from increasing the amount 
that it discharges daily, to the 
sewer system, 

The amendments became 
effective on March 4, 1991, 

As required by the order of Judge 
Mazzone the amendment will 
remain in effect until such time as 
the MWRA has been able to 
acquire a site which is suitable for a 
landfill, in compliance to the 
court's remedial orders relating to 


the Boston Harbor landfill 
litigation. 

The proposals relate to cleaning 
up_the waters of Boston Harbor, 
for which the acquisition’ of a 
landfill site, in Walpole, has been 
proposed. 

The order is to remain in effect 
until the MWRA is able to acquire 
a site suitable for placement of a 
landfill in compliance to the court's 
orders relating to the litigation , or 
until the MWRA achieves full 
compliance with the terms of the 
National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System permit, which 
ever occurs first.

all directors’ positions and voted to

Tax 


Taxes can hit you right where you 
live. But if you own your home, many 
of your expenses can reduce your tax 
bill. 

Real estate taxes, mortgage interest 
and replacing a roof are some ex- 
penses that affect your taxes by in- 
creasing your itemized deductions or 
reducing a gain on the sale of your 
home. 


Casualty and Theft Losses: Al- 
though limited, personal property loss 
due to casualty or theft may be deduct- 
ible. Insurance reimbursements will 
affect the deduction, Publication 530, 
Tax Information for Homeowners, 
discusses deductible loss and how to 
calculate it. 


Selling Your Home 

Postponement of Tax: Generally, 
paying the tax-on the gain from the 
sale of your main home may be post- 
poned if you buy a new home within 
two years before or after the sale and if 
the purchase price is at least as much 
as the adjusted sales price of the old 
home. 


Buying Your Home: 


Basis: Basis is a way of measuring 
your investment for tax purposes. It is 
important to know your basis when 
selling a home or figuring a loss as a 
result of a casualty. An explanation of 
“‘basis’’ may be found in Publication 
551, Basis of Assets. 


Selling Expenses; Selling expenses 
include commissions, advertising, 
loan charges (seller’s points) and legal 
fees. These expenses are subtracted 
from the selling price of your old 
home in order to determine your real- 
ized gain, which is the amount you 
must spend on your next house in 
order to postpone the tax on any gain. 


Points: You may deduct qualifying 
points if the loan is used to buy or 
improve your main home. The addi- 
tional requirements that must be met 
to take this deduction may be found in 
RS Publication 530, Tax /nformation 
for Homeowners. 

Fixing-up Expenses: Decorating and 
repairs done in order to sell your home 
may affect the amount of gain on 
which the tax is postponed, but the 
costs can't be deducted from actual 
profit. Publication 523, Tax /nforma- 
tion on Selling Your Home, covers all 
the limitations to fixing-up expenses 
and many other tax issues related to 
selling your home. 


Closing Costs: Your portion of prop- 
erty taxes paid at settlement is deduct- 
ible. 


Owning Your Home 


Home Improvement and Repair 
Records: Keep receipts for your 
home improvements. They will be 
added to your basis. Repairs for ordi- 
nary upkeep such as painting or gutter 
repair are not deductible 

However, if you pay these costs as 
part of a remodeling or restoration 
project, the entire cost is considered 
‘home improvement"’ and is ordinar-

Tax Credit Given 
For Care Expenses 


Working taxpayers may qualify to 
claim a credit on their federal tax re- 
turns based on child or dependent care 
expenses, 

Depending on the adjusted gross 
income, the credit could be as much as 
$720 for one qualifying person or 
$1,440 for two or more. To qualify for 
the credit: 1. The taxpayer, and 
spouse if married, must work or be 
looking for work, and 2. The qualify- 
ing dependent must be your child un- 
der age 13, disabled dependent or dis- 
abled spouse. There are some 
exceptions for students and disabled 
spouses. 

To claim the credit, file your return 
on Form 1040 or Form 1040A.. Married 
taxpayers must file a joint return, Re- 
member, you must list the social secu- 
rity numbers for dependents that have 
reached 2 years of age, and the name, 
address and social security number of 
your dependent care provider or be 
able to show that you tried to get the 
information.

By the end of the tax year, if you are 
age 65 or older or are under 65 and 
retired on permanent and total disabil- 
ity, you may be eligible for a special 
tax benefit on your federal income tax 
return and pay less tax.

Taxpayers must choose the method 
they intend to use when calculating the 
deduction--either *‘actual expenses’’ 
or the ‘‘standard mileage rate."’ This 
election must be made in the first year 
the car was placed in service for busi- 
ness, 


If the standard mileage rate is used 
for the first year the car is placed in 
service, either method of calculating 
the deduction canbe used in later 
years. Special depreciation rules ap- 
ply if the actual expense method is 
used in later years. However, if actual 


expenses are deducted for the first 
year, the actual expense method of 
calculating the deduction must be 
used in subsequent years. 

In order to use the standard mileage 
rate, taxpayers must (1) own the car, 
(2) not use the car for hire, such as a 
taxi and (3) not operate a fleet of cars 


The standard mileage rate for tax 
year 1990 is 26 cents per mile. The 
ceiling for using the standard mileage 
rate for only the first 15,000 miles has 
been rescinded for tax year 1990.

New Form for 
Business Filers 


It's green and white and simplified 
all over. It’s one of the Internal Reve- 
nue Service's latest entries in tax 
forms, Form 940-EZ, Employer's An- 
nual Federal Unemployment (FUTA) 
Tax Return 

The IRS estimates that about 85 
percent of all existing Form 940 filers 
will be able to use the new form, 
which made its first appearance in 
1989. In order to use the form, the 
business must have timely paid unem- 
ployment contributions to only one 
State. 

The new Form 940-EZ is easily 
distinguished from its parent form by 
its green type and streamlined appear- 
ance, The two-part format and simpli- 
fied instructions should save time for 
small businesses with uncomplicated 
tax situations and many household 
employers. 

Form 940-EZ, like Form 940, must 
be filed by January 31 following the 
close of the calendar year for which 
the tax is due. 

The form is included in Publication 
393, Federal Employment Tax 
Forms, as well as Package 942, 
‘*Household Employer Tax Forms."*

Home office expenses must meet 
certain requirements to be deductible 

A major requirement for a home 
office expense deduction is ‘‘exclu- 
sive and regular’’ use of a portion of 
the home for a trade or business. For 
example, an insurance agent who uses 
a room most days to meet clients, do 
paperwork and correspond with cli- 
ents uses the room tegularly. How- 
ever, if he or she uses the room to relax 
on weekends or to work on personal 
finances, the exclusive use require- 
ment has not been met.

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: ‘The case of the mystery trout 


by Bill Conlon 

The state Division of Fisheries & 
Wildlife is busy stocking trout into 
area lakes, ponds and streams, but 
there is some element of mystery to 
the operation. 

They won't tell you about it until 
after they finish. Awww. 

The green trucks are rolling now, 
but the state will never, ever say if 
there's one coming to your vicinity 
this week. You have to guess. 

Of course, there are morons who 
park outside the hatchery during 
the wee hours, waiting for the truck 
to leave so they can follow it. Oh, 
yes they do! One hatchery driver 
said he did a U-turn on the median 
strip of the interstate to lose a car- 
load of anglers following him. 

Silly, isn't it? 

And the trout stocking program 
has an added bonus, called the Tags 
‘n’ Trout program. Unfortunately, 
this may be the last year for Tags 
‘n' Trout. 

Dan McGuiness at the Division of 
Fisheries & Wildlife, who runs the 
Tags 'n' Trout program, gripes that 
it takes a lot of time and energy to 
coordinate the program, and if the 
axe has to fall somewhere, this may 
be the place, 

For this year at least, the Tags 'n' 
Trout game is a way to get more 
out of your fishing time than just a 
trout or three for the skillet. The 
program works as follows: 

A number of tagged trout are put 
into a stocked body of water, with 
the usual multitude of hatchery 
trout. Anybody catching a tagged 
trout can bring the plastic tag to a 
designated tackle shop, to receive 
nifty prizes, Easy, no? 

Waters with tagged trout are was 
follows: 

Sandy Pond has 50 tagged trout, 
with the tags redeemed at Barnacle 
Bills in Littleton. Hassle with access 
to.Baddacook..Pond.this_year, has. 
prompted Barnacle to dump all 50 
trout into Sandy Pond, instead 25 in 
Baddacook and 25 in Sandy. 

Hopkinton Reservoir will see 10 
tagged trout among the stockees, 
with tags redeemable at Outdoors 
‘n' More in Marlboro. 

Lynn Fish & Game expressed an 
interest in the program this year, 
but details were not available this 
week, 

Likewise Fort Devens. Now that 
the Army is done kicking tail in the 
desert, Fort Devens might add 12 
tagged trout to Mirror Lake, with 


the tags gdod for nifties at the base 
recreation office. 


Franklin Rod & Gun will get 25 
tagged fish in Uncas Pond, and 10 
will be placed in Ashland Reservoir 
courtesy of Lou Horton's in Fram- 
in, i 
Quinsigamond Bait & Tackle, in 
the central district, will host 10 tags 
in Whitehall Reservoir. 

Each of these bodies of water will 
have tagged trout. If you catch a 
tagged fish, the tag is worth neat 
stuff at the emporia listed, mostly 
tackle. 

It would be sad to see the passage 
of Tags 'n' Trout, but with the state 
budget in dire straits, it comes as no 
real surprise. 

Hey, it was fun while it lasted, but 
it isn't over yet,

Dan McGuiness noted a few items 
approved by the Fisheries & Wild- 
life Board that most people didn't 
even know were illegal. 

Deer hunters may now legally use 
grunt calls and rattling antlers. The 
use of sound-makers was illegal, in 
case you didn't know. So too was 
the use of deer scents. Dan said the 
laws were never enforced on the 
hunting public, and they were put 
on the books primarily as a defense

for hunters, in case the "anti" mob 7 


tried to disrupt hunting through the 
use of noisemakers and bad smeils. 
With the changes in the law, deer 
hunters may now use antlers, grunt 
calls and deer scents with a clear 
conscience, 

Of course, your conscience most 
likely wasn't bothered, since few of 
us knew it was illegal! S3 


Also approved, Dan said, was the 
use of Mini-balls for muzzleloaders 
in the black powder season. Prior 
to the approval by the board, only 
round "punkin" balls were allowed. 
The use of bait for deer, bear and 
turkey was formally outlawed, Dan 
said, as was a request to allow use 
of deer decoys. 

Deer decoys? Suicide takes many 
forms, but that's a new one. 


Dan followed up the legal report 
by telling how he missed two deer, 
during black powder season due to 
misfires. He said he took aim and 
squeezed, but was rewarded only 
by the pop of the cap, no boom, 

Speaking of shooting, look for a 
3-D Archery Shoot at the Andover 
Sportsmen's Club on March 17, St. 
Paddy's Day; and a Championship 
Shooting Day at Tewksbury Rod & 
Gun on April 14. It's still a bit cool 
for fishing, so why not go squeeze a 
few.

Plus for Employment 

Certification will mean that 
automotive students who graduate 
from Shawsheen will receive a 
certificate indicating they 
participated in the ASE certified 
program, in addition to the high 
school diploma and certificate of 
vocational competency they now 
receive, "This is one more thing 
that helps students to get a job," 
said Shawsheen automotive 
instructor Dan Shea. 

Instructors began the process 
more than a year ago, completing 
a self evaluation that examined 
tools, equipment, curriculum and 
instruction, using an evaluation 
guide from ASE. Diesel instructors 
John Burke and John Hayens com 
pleted the evaluation, but the 
process involved “nearly every 
department in the school," 
according to Dan Shea, who 
coordinated the process with 
fellow teacher Richard Flynn. "We 
took a good program and made it 
excellent," said Flynn. 

“What made all this possible is 
administrative and School 
Committee support,” said Flynn, 
who noted that a grant enabled the 
department to make necessary 
updates in facilities, equipment and 
curriculum, Flynn said students 
from the electrical masonry, metal 
fabrication and carpentry 
programs helped to modernize the 
facilities. Diesel students helped 
with the self-evaluation and 
graphic arts printed new 
curriculum materials, "We have a

Competency based vocational 
education, or CBVE, has added to 
the curriculum using a state model. 
For some aspects of their learning, 
students now use individualized 
instruction packets they complete 
on their own schedule, with 
performance tests that show 
students and teachers what tasks 
have been performed and/or 
mastered, CBVE can result in a list 
that shows what a graduate can 
actually do. This specific 
information has been deemed more 
helpful to employers than reliance 
on a more general letter grade. 
Shea said the packets allow students 
of all levels to advance. "The 
exceptional student is not held 
back, because each works at his or 
her own pace.” 

“This~ certification is another. 
measure of Shawsheen's credibility 
and accountability,” said Anthony 
Bazzinotti, vocational coordinator. 
“We do what we're purporting to 
do,” Bazzinotti said both teachers 
and administrators were involved 
in the process of rewriting the 
curriculum and redefining how the 
program should be administered. 
In addition, representatives of 
business and industry were 
involved, "We spent a large 
number of hours with employers 
of our graduates, automotive 
mechanics, manufacturers and our 
program advisory committee," he 
said. Shea said he hopes for 
additional support from industry to 
help the program maintain its 
certification in the future, 

"Many educational institutions 
strive for this certification, but 
only a small percentage achieved 
it," wrote ASE President Ronald H. 
Weiner in a congratulatory letter, 
"Both the educational and 
automotive communities should be 
proud of your commitment to 
quality automotive training.”

lolar bears, orangutans, and 

hundreds of birds that have 
ought fun and education to visi- 
tors at the former Stone Zoo may 
be gone but have not been forgot- 
ten as their “Friends” are working 
hard to bring them back home 
again, 

The Friends are officially known 
as the Middlesex Fells Zoological 
Society, Inc. However,at various 
events being held to gain members 
and pass on information about the 
animal’s present status the group is 
billing itself as the “Friends to 
Reopen the Stone Zoo.” 

Two officers of the group,

being created by a bill now before

That bill was passed by both the 
House of Representatives and the 
Senate in last week's budget action. 
However, it must go before a con- 
ference of the two chambers to 
work out some language changes. 
The final bill will then be sent to 
Governor William Weld who has 
given it his backing. 

“They would own the zoo and 
would also take over the Franklin 
Park Zoo,” Maidrand said. 

She added, “The new corpora- 
tion will decide when to reopen the 
Stone Zoo and hire an executive 
director,” 

Russo said “At that point we see 
our organization turning to whole- 
hearted fundraising.” 

The group is now doing some 
minor fund raising through the 
sales of mugs and calendars that 
have been especially designed and 
donated to the group. 


“The proceeds from those sales 
are tured back into public aware- 
ness campaigns,” Russo said. 

They will be holding one of 
their fundraisers on Saturday at 
Yogels in West Cummings Park 
(off Washington Street, Woburn). 
During the fundraiser, 10 percent of 
any proceeds will go to the Friends 
and if the sales go over $1,000 the 
group gets 15 percent. 

Russo said “We will have some- 
one in an animal costume and be 
their with our banners, 

“It'is a great opportunity to get 
something great to eat and help a 
good cause.” 

Other fundraisers that will be 
coming up will be through the aus- 
pices of a local Mary K distributor 
and a local art gallery that will offer 
the proceeds from a showing. The

She noted that future plans may

After receiving requests for 
some action to be taken, the group 
was formed with a core of about 10 
to 15 people. Maidrand said that 
the core group is now up to about 
35 people that can be counted on to 
help at specific activities of the 


group. 
Russo said “We just had a feel- 
ing that an 85-year-old institution 
was too valuable to let it remain 
closed forever.” 

She noted that the group now 
has a mailing list of about 2,000 
people. Most of them are in north- 
eastern Massachusetts. However, 
reflecting the zoo’s widespread 
popularity, some of the mailings are 
going to southern Massachusetts 
and southern New Hampshire, with 
one being mailed to a family in the 
State of Washington. 

“Some people have family in 
the area and had visited the zoo 
while here,” Russo explained. 

Russo referred to the mugs and 
noted that the fact that the animals 
have names on them shows that 
they have Friends, She said that 
most of the people who visited the 
zoo knew the 40 to 50 large ani- 
mals on display by their names. 

Maidrand said that the group has 
two purposes. “Our primary goal is 
to find as many people groups and 
corporation as we can that are inter- 
ested in seeing the zoo reopened.” 

The secondary purpose, which 
the group is working on now, is to 
find “as much information as we 
can on legislation, animals, renova- 
tion plans and other groups who are 
trying to help, such as the Stone 
Zoo Advisory Board and the 
Boston Zoological Society, and 
pass that information ‘back to the 
people,” Maidrand said,

That Master plan calls for the 
Stone Zoo to be exparided from its 
present 12 acres to 25 acres.

According to Russo, people vis- 
iting the new zoo could expect to 
see more nature trails and a better 
tie in to nearby Spot Pond. 

Maidrand said that the polar 
bears would be back with a much 
nicer exhibit and a bat house would 
be added to the aviary. 

Although the male orangutan 
has died, after being returned to

"Closet Land" Starring 
| Madeleine Stowe, Alan Rickman. 
Written and directed by Radha 
Bharadwaj. Produced by Janet 
Meyers, Rated R. 

An intense and intensely 
flawed film, "Closet Land” almost 
makes it as the ultimate mind 
game. A powerful film quite dif- 
ferent from most cinematic offer- 
ings, it ultimately just doesn't live 
up to it's potential, 

Madeleine Stowe plays a writer 
of children's books who is 
dragged from her bed in the mid- 
dle of the night and confined in a 
room by an interrogator (Alan 
Rickman). The country is 
unnamed, as are the characters. 
Her crime is subversion, as her 
children's books are supposedly 
imbued with hidden, rebellious 
meaning, It is never made clear if 
this was her intention, although 
she vehemently denies it. 

Immediately, one is drawn to 
the fact that the film feels as if it 
were written for the stage. Indeed, 
it probably would have worked 
better had it been a play. The set is 
a stark, gray room with a bizarre 
desk capable of being transformed

into a torture table. As there are 
only the two characters, the film 
can be nothing but talky, and 
therefore stagey. 

One can only assume that some 
of the film's claustrophobic atmo- 
sphere was planned by writer/ 
director Radha Bharadwaj. It does 
help to convey some of the urgen- 
cy felt by Stowe's character. Most 
of the film's tension, however, is 
derived from the relationship 
between Stowe and Rickman. 
That relationship ultimately takes 
on a personal edge, which at first 
merely adds to the prickliness of 
the drama, but eventually seems 
confusing. As Bharadwaj blurs 
the edges between them, other 
issues such as child abuse and 
parental neglect are introduced, 
bending the film's original intent 
under the weight of too many 
themes, 

This is a frightening film. The 
dialogue i is perceptive and chill- 
ing, but the physical torture and 
mental abuse will make you 
squirm awhile, Even if the execu- 
tion is somewhat faulty, the con- 
cept is intelligent and sophisticat- 
ed. Ultimately, it is refreshing to 


Zero population growth 


Zero Population Growth of 
Great Boston recently held its char- 
tering meeting, officially forming a 
local chapter. ZPG was founded in 
1968 to promote a sustainable bal- 
ance of people, resources and the 
environment, both in the United 
States and worldwide. Based in 
Washington, D.C., the group works 
tu achieve this goal through educa- 
tion and public outreach. 

The United States is now the 
fastest growing industrialized 
nation on Earth, adding about 2.5 
million people to its population 
each year - the same number that 
lived in the entire country when the 
Declaration of Independence was 
signed in 1776. According to 
Census Figures, the U.S. popula- 
tion has doubled since 1930, from 
123 million to more than 250 mil- 
lion, 

This increase in population 
brings problems. Every new 
American ‘requires’ livipig, Spacey, 
watlr, Tod and enetgy - all of 
which are finite resources. More 
people also means more cars, pol- 
lution, garbage and "greenhouse" 


gases which contribute to global 
warming. "Every environmental 
problem that we have is a symptom 
of one problem: overpopulation,” 
States Mike Hanauer, a spokesper- 
son of the new local group. "Until 
we realize this connection and 
begin addressing it, we won't solve 
any of these issues." 

ZPG advocates formulation of a 
national policy to stabilize popula- 
tion, both in the U.S. and world- 
wide, Such a policy would lower. 
the average fertility rate through 
encouragement of voluntary family 
planning and smaller family size. 
In addition, overall immigration 
goals would be set as a part of a 
national population policy.
